AUBURN, N. Y., Dec. area 
In his fitst official statement sin€e 
the murderous outbreak in Auburn 
prison Wednesday, Warden Edgar 
Jennings tonight described his ac- 
tions during the three hours of 
torture when he was held prisoner 
by 13 desperate convicts, exonofat- 
ing himself and his guards from 
charges of cowardice, and diregtly 
nccused Max Becker, New Pork 
clubman of the murder of Princi- 
pal Keeper George A. Durnford. 

Becket, one of the surviving 
convicts—now in the hospital with 
a bullet through his lung—will be 
charged with first. degree murder 
if he lives. 

“Criticism Outrage” 

“Any criticlsm, of these guards 
is an outrage,” the warden said. 
“I have seén men in wartime, un- 
der dangeroug conditions, but none 
showed any more courage than 
our group of hostages, threatened 
with immediate deaths by those 
desperate criminals. They never 
whimpered.” 

In tonight's statement, Warden 
Jennings corrected some views of 
the riot resulting from previous 
published accounts which had been 
based on a_ private conversation 
he had with an Auburn city offi- 
cial. 

“I never, at any time, expected 
or desired the officials in charge 
of .the prison after my capture, 
to accede to the convicts’ de- 
mands, ” he gaid. “The note I sent 
out was in disguised handwriting, 
and was merely a meas¥re to gain 
timé. Everyone of the guards khew 
that, and all of them ‘knew that 
the action demanded ‘by the ‘mu- 
tineers was Impossible.”
